State seeks to purchase 757 acres

Trust Fund (MNRTF) Board has 
recommended to the Michigan 
Legislature a list of 67 projects for 
funding through the MNRTF program.

video camera for busses 


The Crawford AuSable School 
Board approved the purchase ofa video 
monitor and housings for use on the 
district's school busses. 

The board, ina6-1 voteatits January 
18 meeting, decided to install video 
camera housings on all 19 of the 
district’s regularly used busses, vans 
and station wagons, The single camera 
will be moved periodically from 
vehicle to vehicle by the transportation 
director.

Purchasing the equipment came in 
response to a request by the 
transportation staff, said Assistant 
Superintendent Paul Lerg.

The drivers’ ability to see students 
has been further compromised in the 
district’s newer busses, because the 
busses are built with higher back seats.
